Wesley Christopher, a butcher, 
19 years ol@, has been arrested for. the 
murder. Christopher had assaulted 
May Hansen, a girl employed as a 
domestic in the home of Rev. J. B. 
Kettle, and her screams had brought 
Stanley and two other’ men from the 
boarding house. 

The men found Christpher in. the al- 
ley choking the young woman. They 
immediately took hold of his hands 
and loosened his grasp on the girl's 
throat. Christopher then tried to 
wrench loose from the two men holding 
him, and succeeded in getting Mis right 
hand. away from Stantey. He drew his

Office Force Is Put to Bottling, 
Firemen Having Been 
Obtained.

Negotiations looking to the settlement 
of the brewery strike were under way 
Monday. 

Meetings were held by all of the strik- 


ing organizations, and it was announced 
that Secretaries Huebner and Kemper 
of the International Brewery Workers’ 
Union, who came from the Cincinnati 
headquarters, would confer with the 
brewery proprietors in the Wainwright 
Building during the afternoon. 

Propositions will be made by both 
Sides at that time. Officials of the 
American Federation of Labor, with 
which the firemen, teamsters, 
engineers are affillated, arrived in St. 
Louis Monday. They would make no 
statement except that they are here to 
observe the strike conditions. 

Chairman Gedeker of the 
and Brewers’ Press Committee 
statement at noon that the increase 
asked by all the brewery employes 
would mean a total increase in payrolls 
of $342,000, instead of $1,000,000, as the 
employers said. He-.deéeclared that this 
was tne-result 6f Garéeful computations 
made Sunday. 

Heubper brought no instructions from 
the international body, Gedeker said, to 
the local men to go to work. 

With nearly three thousand men out 
on strike, the 19 breweries of St. Louts 
and five on the east side of the river 
were practically shut down Monday. 

The supply of beer available for im- 
mediate use ts running low. All the beer 
in kegs was delivered Monday, and 
there ts only enough in bottles to last 
until Wednesday morning. 

Every effort was being made to keep 
steam going, so that the product might 
be prepared for the market if men to 
handle it could be emploved. 

Can't Get Skilled Men. 

Though the ultimatum of the employ- 
ers, declaring an open shop; went into 
effect at 7 a. m., there was no rush of 
outsiders to take the places of the 
strikers. and most of the work at «GU 
of the breweries was done by oaffice men 
and clerks. 

No skilled labor was on the market; 
There were no volunteers to take the 
places of the brewers and maltsters, 
who represent most of the skill shown 
in the actual making of beer.’ 

At all ofthe breweries men without 
previous experience were hired to shovel 
eoal into the furnaces. In nearly every 
case they were provided with sleeping 
quarters inside. the brewery IiInclosure, 
and were protected by policemen. 

At the Anheuser-Busch brewery the 
situation was typical. When a count 
was made at 9 um. it was found that 
enly 47 nonunion men had been = em- 
ployed since Saturday to take the places 
of the strikers. 

Of these about thirty were assigned 
to duty as firemen in the furnace room. 


Drivers Stay at Work,

The communes of Huerzani and Pe- 
geni are in full revolt, and troops have 
been dispatched there. All is quiet at 
Viascha, Covurli and Roman. 

According to yesterday’s ofncial report 
there was no .resh rioting anywhere in 
the districts in which there were out- 
breaks, murder, pillage ang incendtar- 
ism by peasants iast week. Dsorders 
were vigorously suppressed and the re- 
volt stopped at all points and troops are 
now following up bands of plunderers 
who, the report declaras, will soon be 
captured. 

“In the districts in which the peasants 
have been quieted the prefects are ex- 
amining into their demands and arrang- 
ing terms with la.d owners with the ob- 
ject of pacifying the country. 

The situation throughout Roumanfa, 
the report concludes, greatly im- 
proved.

Other teams com- 
posed of well behaved players and led 
by clean managers have been made to 
suffer for the misdeeds of the Giants 
in more ways than one. The doors of 
several Southern cities are closed to 
the Giants for training grounds, and 
that was one reason for the long trip 
to the coast this year. A few more un- 
sportsmanlike tricks like that forfeit to 
Philadelphia will turn the entire South 
against McGraw, and other clubs may 
be classed with his. Nothing but empty 
honor and gate receipts depended on 
Thursday’s game between the Giants 
and the Athletics, yet for nothing Mc- 
Graw put another blot on the good name 
of baseball. At the time this series was 
announced last winter the referee point- 
ed out the danger to the game of per- 
mitting contests in which McGraw was 
interested without official control by 
the Nationdi Commission or somebody 
strong enough to prevent or punish 
overt acts in defiance of baseball law.

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Mayor Wells Gives Objectors 
an Opportunity to State 
Their Reasons. 


Mayor Wells affixed his signature to 
the. Manufacturers’ Railway (Busch) 
bill Monday morning, which will become 
a law in ten days. He said he accepted 
the promises of the promoters that the 


amendmenis, which were omitted when 
the bill passed the House of Delegates, 
would be accepted by the company when 
passed by the new House of Delegates, 
as he ‘would recommend in his message 
to the Municipal Assembly. 

The amendments to be made in the 
franchise will provide for the purchase 
of the Manufacturers’ Railway Co.’s 
terminal system, if desired by the city, 
at any time after 3 years, at cost, plus 
6 per cent interest, and that any bridge 
across he Mississippi which may be 
buil, purchased or leased by he Man- 
ufacturers’ Railway Co. shall be optr- 
ated without any arbitrary charge, the 
tariff being based strictly upon a mile- 
age basis. 

The Mayor said at the same time that 
he would give a public hearing on the 
McKinley bill Thursday at 3 p. m. He 
said this delay was solely because At- 
torney J. R. Kinealy, representing ob- 
jectors on North Ninth street, had call- 
ed on’ him and said that the objections 
to the measure were based on points 
of validity, one that the width of the 
gauge, differing from existing gauge in 
street car tracks, was not lawful, and 
another that the petition for the fran- 
chise was not, as claimed, signed by a 
majority of the property owners on 
with Ninth street. 

Fair to Objectors. 

In announcing the wey hearing 
Mayor Wells said he called it, not be- 
cause he saw anything invalid in the 
points raised, but simply in justice to 
those objecting. In fact, he said, his

MANSFIELD WORSE 
MAY NOT RECOVER 


Actor’s Condition Causes all 
for Sudden Consultation 
of Physicians. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK. April 1.—The 
tion of Richard Mansfield, the acter, 
who is suffering from nervous eX- 
haustion and a complication of dis- 
eases at his home, became suddenly 
worse yesterday and early this morn- 
ing grave fears were expressed for 
his recovery. 

Mr. Mansfield appeared to have im- 
proved slightly when he awoke yes- 
terday morning, but a little later de- 
cided symptoms of weakness appeared 
und his family hastily summoned Dr. 
Floyd M. Crandall, who has been in 
charge of the case since the actor was 
forced to give up his tour in Scranton, 
Pa., last week and return here for 
treatment. Dr. Crandail immediately 
said that his patient wes suffering 
from reaction and that serious conse- 
quences might ensue. Later in the 
day he advised that a consultation of 
physicians be held this morning, and 
Mrs. Mansfield readily consented. 

When the physician was seen last 
night he admitted that the actor's 
condition is exceedingly grave. 

‘I found Mr. Mansfield much weaker 
today than he was yesterday, but this 
may have been due to a natural re- 
action,” he said. “I cannot tell exact- 
ly, however. I therefore detided to 
call in other physicians in consulta- 
tion tomorrow. This will be done more 
to discuss the food treatment to be 
adopted than to discuss the medical 
treatment.” 

Asked if there was danger of imme- 
diate death, Dr. Crandall replied that 
there was not, but added that the 
actor was a very ill man. 

“Ther is a possibility of his suc- 
cumbing—a very grave possibility,” 
he said, “‘but we all hope we shall be 
able to pull him through.” 

Mr. Mansfield was ill with stomach 
trouble during his recent New York 
engagement and also suffered from 
extreme nervousness.

German Emperor Anxious to 
Have Boy Grow Up With 
Roosevelt’s Son. 








PRESIDENT’S ALMAMATER 





College's Opposition to Monroe 
Doctrine Another Reason 
for Ruler’s Choice. 


LONDON, April 1.—Prince Oscar, fifth 
son of the cerman Emperor, will be 
sent to Harvard at the beginning of the 
next school year, according to a dis- 
patch to the Daily Mail from Berlin. 
The Emperor has decided upon this 
course as a continuation of his Ameri- 
can policy, which began with his send- 
ing his brother, Prince Henry of Prus- 


Sia, to the Lnited States in 1903. 

The Kaiser first expressed his inten- 
tion of educating one of his sons at 
Harvard at a dinner at the American 
Embassy last year. At tnat time he 
had in mind his fourth son, Prince 
August Wilhelm, who has since become 
engaged to be married. Prince Oscar 
will be 19 years old in July. If sent to 
Harvard it is probable that he will be 
accompanied by a military adjutant. 

Because Harvard is the alma mater of 
President Roosevelt and Ambassador 
Tower, who is very popular at the Ger- 
man court, and the one American uni- 
versity which makes a. specialty of 
German subjects, are two of the reasons 
for the Kaiser's deciding upon that col- 
lege as the one to which to send his son. 
Furthermore, Harvard is the seat of the 
small cult which opposes the . Monroe 
doctrine. 

If Prince Oscar enters Harvard in 
September he will have Theodore Roose- 
veit Jr. as a college mate. The Kaiser 
is said to be anxious to have one of 
his boys grow up with one of President 
Roosevelt's sons. The President’s sec- 
ond son, Kennett, may also enter the 
university in September. 

It will be ! mipressed upon the minds 
of the Harvard students that if they 
attempt to haze Prince Oscar interna- 
tional complications may result.

SCOUTS THE RESURRECTION 


Chicago Pastor Cannot Believe 
Christ Rose From Dead. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHiCAGO, April 1—The story of the 
resurrection of Christ was pronounced 
a legendary fiction in a sermon deliv- 
ered yesterday bv the Rev. W. Hanson 
Pulsford in Unitarian Memorial Church, 
Fifty-seventh street and Woodlawn av- 
enue. 

“Did Christ Rise From the Dead?’’ 
was the subject of his sermon and the 
minister answered the question by say- 
ing: 

“[T see no gwound for asserting or 
thinking that Jesus was buried and aft- 
erward resumed his body, ate and drank 
with the disciples and then sailed inte 
the sky. None of those that write of 
the resurrection was an eyewitness of 
the event of which he writes. Matthew, 
Mark and Luke are anonymous com- 
pilations of what was believed at least 
fifty years after Christ died and the 
gospel is a philosophic presentation of 
what the writer was able to gather 
from what he heard 100 years after the 
death of the Master. 

“I don’t believe in the resurrection. It 
is wiser to say I carmot. It is impos- 
sible on that kind of evidence. Refer- 
ence’to this belief in your presence al- 
most requires an apology. It has noth- 
ing to do with religion.’’ 


EX-SPEAKER GROW DEAD.

Lacked One Vote of Getting 
Vice-Presidency in 1864, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Apri! 1.—Galu- 
sha A. Grow, former Congressman, died 
at his home in Glenwood, Pa., vester- 
dav afternoon of old age. 
Galusha Aaron Grow was born in Con- 
necticut. His widowed mother took her 


six children to Susquehanna County, 
Pennsylvania, when he was 11 years old. 
As a boy he worked on a farm in win- 
ter and went to the cOmmon schoo! itn 
Summer. He graduated from Ambhurs3t 
College in 1844 and was admitted to the 
bar three vears later. He entered Con- 
gress in 181 and was the voungest mem- 
ber of that body for 19 years. At the 
beginning of each Congress he intro- 
duced in the House a free homestead 
bill. It hecame a law {In 1862 and did 
much to develop the West, for it opened 
many million acres of farm lands to 
settlement by homestenders, 

Mr. Grow was elected Speater of the 
Thirty-seventh Congress in J8@1. In- 1834 
he lacked one vote of being nominated 
for Vice-President, instead of Andrew 
Johnson. He retired from Congress in 
1863 and declined the mission to Rus- 
sia, which President Haves offered him 
in 1879. Mr. Grow was eleetod as Con- 
gresesm on-at-large In 1894 and was re- 
elected in 18% by a plurality of 297,445, 
the largest ever given then tn any State, 
to any candidate for anv office.’ He re- 
tired from Congress voluntarily tn 1903.

Before the Civil War a Missouri law 
was passed giving a county court the 
right to bond its county, without subm.:t- 
ting the proposition to the voters to 
subsidize a railroad.
